First make the cover. Round off the corners of the thick white 
card. Rule a faint pencil line down the centre, then draw a pen line 
a centimetre away from it on each side. Carefully score down the 
pen lines with the craft knife, making sure you don’t cut too 
deeply into the card, then fold the card into a book shape. 


Now fold each sheet of thin white card in half 
widthways.Tape the four sheets together edge- 
to-edge to make a concertina. This will be used 
to make the four sections inside your book. 






Cut a 4cm wide strip off the 
long edge of each sheet of blue card. 

Then draw the window shape shown and 
cut it out. You can use this shape as a template 
to draw around for the other three sheets of card. 


Now think about the four sections you want to have in your book all about you. Lauren chose 
to show her family, her school, her hobbies and what she would like to do when she grows up. 



Take the concertina of card from 
step 2. Cut pieces of coloured card 
and overlap them to make four 
different backgrounds - one for each 
section of your book. Use felt-tips to 
add extra details, like the people in 
the distance you can see here. 
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Now put some glue around the 
edges of each background. Stick 
a window (from step 3) over the 
top of each one. You’ll need to 
bend the backgrounds to fit 
the windows right to the 
edges, as shown. 








Now cut figures, or an/ other 
details, from coloured card and 
glue them in place. Stick the 
people or objects onto the 
frame to make them look as 
if they are 
popping out 
of the book. 




Now cut two lengths of ribbon, 
about 20cm long. Cut a V-shape 
into one end of each piece and 
glue the other end to each side 
of the book cover from step I , 
as shown.

Now glue the two edges of the 
book to the cover. Make sure 
the loose ends of ribbon 
are poking out first. 


Put some PVA glue onto the 
spine, then fold up the centre 
part of the book and glue the 
folds in place.

Use coloured card to 
decorate the book cover. Add a 
picture of yourself made from 
card and put the book’s title on 
a ‘banner’ of white card, curled 
round a cocktail stick. Add a 
banner like this to describe 
each section of your book 
too. To stand your book up, 
open it right out and tie the 
ribbons together - it’s the 
perfect millennium ornament!
